Incidentally,  BYU  also  lost  the 
football  game,  27-0. 

A near  capacity  crowd — more 
than  26,000 — turned  out  and  saw 
Cougar  co-captains  Carroll  John- 
ston and  Raynor  Pearce  get 
“out-matched”  by  the  Redskins’ 
coin-toss  callers. 

Concerned  about  the  Cougars’ 
streak  of  bad  luck,  some  avid 
BYU  fans  were  reportedly  afraid 
the  Cat  co-oaptains  might  be  ac- 
cepting a “heads-I-win-tails-you- 
lose”  proposition. 

In  the  game,  BYU  tried  hard, 
but  was  out-passed,  out-maneu- 
vered and  out-witted,  but  not 
out-fought.  However,  in  football 
they  don’t  give  points  on  fight. 

Optimistic  BYU  fans  looked 
behind  the  27-0  score  and  found 
consolation  in  the  fact  that  the 
drubbing  was  an  improvement 
over  the  41-6  lacing  the  Cou- 
gars suffered  last  year  in  Provo. 
What’s  more,  Utah  is  supposed  to 
be  much  improved  in  ’57. 

Then  too,  the  Cougars  dis- 
played ability  to  move  the  ball 
against  the  Utes,  but  they 
showed  a lack  of  the  poise  and 
power  it  takes  to  punch  it  across 
the  goal  line. 

Statistically,  BYU  played 
qreditably  against  Utah.  The 
Cougars  had  16  first  downs — just 
two  fewer  than  the  Redskins’ 
18.. 

The  Cats’  improving  ground 
game  sparkled  at  times,  but  was 
too  inconsistent  to  be  a lethal 
weapon.  BYU  had  134  yards  by 
rushing  to  Utah’s, 158. 

Utah’s  passing,  led  by  Lee 
Grosscup,  broke  the  Cougars’ 
backs.  The  highly  touted  Red- 
skin quarterback,  who  made  a 
remarkable  recovery  from  hos- 
pital confinement  (along  with  a 
dozen  other  Utes  who  were  re- 
portedly infirm),  connected  for 
91  yards. 

Weldon  Jackson  and  Pearce 
kept  BYU’s  ground  game  mov- 
ing as  they  picked  up  nearly  100 
yards  between  them.
